Washington, Dec. 5.—The 
Bonine 


trial will in all probability be conclud- 
ed next week. The case will probably 
go to the jury not later than next 
Tuesday. Twenty-five witnesses have 
been called thus far by the defense 
against a total of 36 by the prosecu- 
tion.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Value of Drainage. 


More than one farmer who has put 


tile or other underground drains in his 
fields.Njr a part of them, learned this 
year the 
value of draiuagfc in a 


drought as well as in a. wet season, 
says American Agriculturist. It gives 
;be circulation of air through the soil 
that keeps it light and friable, so that 
tbe roots penetrate through the soil to 
ind the moisture they need. The soil 
does'not pack after a. rain, partly ow- 
ug to the coming up of air from the 
Jles through the very channels that 
the water followed when it pissed 
down to them. Some noticed that the 
lows, particularly of corn, which were 
almost directly over the line of the 
drain kept green longer and produced 
i better crop than those which were 
between the drains, and the poorest 
rows or parts of the field were those 
firthest from the drain. 
Seine saj 


the yield doubled in tbe close vicinity 
of the drains, in tvbieh case we should 
think tbe drains were too far apart 
for a very dry or a -wet season. But this 
s not all the value of drainage. Land 
that is properly drained can be work- 
ed much earlier in the spring aud is 
nuch less affected by the frosts iu 
spring or fall because it is drier. 
Whe.it and clover are not so often lift- 
ed and tbe roots broken during the 
freezing and thawing of the winter 
and are thus less liable to winter kill.

The Ideal Farm Hor»«. 


A good plow horse or farm horse is 


a heavy but not clumsy animal and 
one capable of exerting great power 
and endurance in plowing or hauling, 
says C. W. Knox in American Culti- 
vator. At the same time the animal 
rnnst be a fair road horse, not a trotter, 
but one that can get across the coun- 
try roads at a moderate pace. The ani- 
nial should also be a fast walker and 
not a slow, clumsy, mulelike creature. 
Such ideal farm horses are bred now 
and to be found on thousands of farms. 
No farmer 
of any 
progressh eness 


would think of walking behind some 
of the old slow walking farm horses of 
a dozen years ago. Such an animal per- 
forms about,one-half the work that a 
model farm horse does In a day. 


Cold Frames and Hotlionses. 


So great are the use and importance 


of inexpensive hothouses and cold 
frames in starting early vegetables 
that no one should be without one or 
more, says a. correspondent of Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 
Crops can be pro- 


tected in these until very late in the 
fall, and semibardy plants can be kept 
in perfect condition all winter long 
Where one raises vegetables. f»r -early 
market hothouses are of course abso 
lute necessities, but even the ordinary 
farmer needs them for his early crops, 
whether he .ss engaged in the market 
gardening business or not. Tomatoes, 
lettuce, seed onions and scores of other 
vegetables can be started under glass, 
months before it is possible to plant 
them outside. 


Packing Comb Honey. 


In packing comb honey for market 


it is to the producer's interest to face 
tbe cases honestly, sajs a correspond- 
ent of American Agriculturist 
The 


row of combs next to the glass should 
be a fair sample of the whole case. 
Do not sell your reputation \\ bile sell- 
ing your honey, for you will probably 
have some honey to dispose of in tbe 
future. Try to build up your reputa- 
tion by dealing honestly. If light and 
dark honey are packed together in the 
same case, you may get tbe price for 
all light honey, but if the'cases a-e 
opened you will surely get paid for all 
dark, honey. Tbe poor will depreciate 
the good, so pack each grade separately 
and face honestly.
